Our lacrosse boys who played 
High River Club at Calgary Fri- 
day last have no cause to feel 
sore over their defeat. An entirely 
new club, our lads have had hard- 
ly any practice, while their 
opponents were senior men last 
year, are no doubt equal to 
seniors now. Then our boys were 
informed if they insisted on a 
protest against their cpponents 
playing men not on their team, 
they would bring the cup back 
with them. But our boys are 
clean sports and had no desire to 
win in that way. We are glad 
they intend to practice hard for 
next year and carry off that 
intermediate championship cup 
next year.

By no stretch of imagination of 
the most vivid and picturesque 
order could the final game for the 
intermediate lacrosse champion- 
ship of Alberta, between Red 
Deer and High Hiver, which was 
played in St. Mary’s park last 
night, be described as an inter- 
esting one, for it was not.

The High River team is a won- 
derful ageregation for intermed- 
iates. Itis a little too strong for 
an intermediate league, and there 
is reason to believe that it would 
have been in more appropriate 
company had it remained in the 
senior league. There is little 
doubt but that it is a better team 
than the Lethbridge team of 
lamented memory, which began 
the year iu senior company, and 
it is just as good, perhaps better, 
than the Medicine Hat team, and 
some persons whisper that the 
same High River team would 
make the ‘champion Calgary team 
go pretty fast, at that. ; 

There is a precedent of inter- 
mediate champions going forth at 
the close of the season and de- 
feating the senior champions. 

The Red Deer team is in the 
class to which it belongs, and isa 
pretty fair intermediate team. 
The trouble with it is that it is 
very poorly trained in the finer 
points of the game. Upon the 
line-up there are some very 
excellent players, fast on their 
feet, quick, nervy and fairly good 
stick handlers. They never quit. 
But the team work last night was 
very poor. It may have been that 
the Red Deers were suffering with 
stage fright, for the report had 
gone abroad that the High River 
men were holy terrors and would 
eat up the venison from the north. 
But even allowing that, the team 
work was absolutely lacking. The 
Red Deer seemed to have a root- 
ed conviction that whenever they 
got the ball, the first thing to do 
was to. get rid of it, any place or 
any how, but to throw it some- 
where.

Capt. Cottingham, Dominion 
Land Agent for Red Deer dis- 
trict, has received from the Min- 
ister of the Interior, the follow- 
ing instructions regarding the 
pre-emption clauses, of the Land 
Bill, which came into force on 
Tuesday, September 1:— 

Pre-emptions may be taken on 
either odd or even numbered sec- 
tions south of township 16, east of 
Calgary and Edmonton railway 
and the West line of Range 26, 
and west of the 3rd Meridian and 
the Soo line, but townships with- 
in that area in which a railway 
company has selected eight sec- 
tions of its land grant are exclud- 
ed from the pre-emption privilege. 

Persons entitled to a _ pre- 
emption entry holding homesteads 
within townships in which pre- 
emptions may be taken, and 
alongside whose homestead there 
is a quarter section, available as 
a pre-emption, are entitled, if the 
first applicant to enter for such 
quarter section as a pre-emption 
on or after September 1st next. 

If such homesteader, whose 
entry must be in good standing, 
notifies in writing over his own 
signature or by telegraph from a 
Sub Land Agent, the Agent of 
the Dominion Lands district in 
which his homestead is situated 
before September 1st, that he de- 
sires to pre-empt an available 
quarter section lying alongside 
his homestead or separated by 
only a road allowance, the Dom. 
Land Agent shall hold euch quar- 
ter section reserved from home- 
stead entry,and from pre-emption 
only until the end of September 
15th, and no longer. 

If more than one homestead 
adjoins a quarter section avail- 
able for entry as a pre-emption 
in connection with such home- 
steads, and if notice has been 


‘given as above provided, that one 


of the homesteaders desires it as 
& pre-emption the pre-emption 
entry for such quarter section 
shall not be granted until the 
Agent has decided which home- 
steader has the first right to the 
pre-emption entry. 

The Agent shall decide on or 
before September 15th which of 
the homesteaders has first right 
to the pre-emption under sub- 
section 9, of Section 27, of the 
Dominion Lands Act, which pro- 
vides that the homesteader in 
good standing who holds the first 
entry for his homestead has the 
first right to the pre-emption 
entry accordingly. 

A homesteader who holds entry 
in a township which is not avail- 
able for pre-emption, if there lies 


jalongside his homestead in an 


adjoining township available, for 
pre-emption, an available quar- 
ter section, may pre-empt such 
quarter section.
